| Ontario Grows all but Eight of the 
| Thirty-Four Woods Used 


Practically all industries are more 
or less dependent on wood. In Ontario 
j}alone, exclusie of the manufacturers 
(of rough lumber, over thirty-olght in- 
dustries, represented by 1,200 different 
firms, supplied the gtatistics recently 
compiled and published by the For- 
estry Branch, Ottawa, In a bulletin en- 
titled, “The Wood-Using Industries 
of Ontario.” These firms in 1912 
purchased 807,456,000 feet, board mea- 
sure, of rough lumber, valued at $19, 
into several hundred finished products 
ranging from handles to hearses, re- 
presents a turning over of several 
times this amount of capital. 

Not only is it remarkable that so 
many difference industries, even includ- 
ing foundries, require wood to carry} 
on their operations, but ft is equally | 
noteworthy that twenty-six of the thir- 
tyfour kinds of wood used should 
grow in Ontario.

Prominent Trade Journal Finde That 
Fifty Per Cent. Preference

In the leading editorial of its Janu 
ary issue, the editor of the “Canadian 
Textile Journal” deals with the de

“The question that should be 
earnestly considered is the effect such 
a preference to the mother country 
in the way of tariff would have upon 
Canadian jodustry. There is no doubt 
but that under such a tariff, the tex 
tile industry would practically cease 
to exist. ven at the present time 
with a preference averaging around 
twenty-five per cent. textile manufac 
turers find it very difficult to carry on 
a profitable business This is es- 
pecially marked in the woollen trade, 
and it ts only by specialization & 
other branches of the textile trade on
